WASHINGTON (A P) — The so- 
ciety page of a Washington news­ 
paper carried an interv iew the 
other day with Mrs. Harold H. Bu r­ 
ton, wife of the retiring Su preme 
Cou rt ju stice from Ohio. 
It told how Mrs. Bu rton wears 
two ear rings on one ear, none 
on the other. And it dealt with 
what the reporter described as 
Mrs. 
Bu rton’s 
ou trageou s 
hats. 
Mrs. Bu rton freq u ently wears hats 
that cov er one ear. Becau se ct 
this, she shifts both ear rings to 
the ex posed ear. 
“ Obv iou sly ,” the reporter noted, 
“ his wife’s fancy headgear, her 
dou ble ear ringed gimmick, giv e 
the 
stern-faced ju stice q u ite a I 
kick.” 
Bu rton was amu sed. 
Bu t this mu ch can be stated 
safely : He is not stern-faced. 
On the contrary , the white-hair­ 
ed ou tgoing ju stice has a serene 
ex pression. He talks softly , smiles 
freq u ently and withou t condescen­ 
sion. 
He su ggests, in short, the kind 
of man who can appreciate little | 
things like fu nny hats and u nu su al 
ear adornments 
for his wife. 
Life's lighter side, thou gh, seem­ 


ed rem ote as Bu rton talked across 
his desk in his booklined Su preme 
Cou rt office. 
Now he is 7 1, and his work as 
a fu ll tim e ju stice is done—work, 
he said, that sometimes took IO 
hou rs a day , six , sometimes sev en 
day s a week. 
Now a y ou nger man, Ju dge Pot­ 
ter Stewart of Cincinnati, is ready , 
at 4 3, to take the robes of the man 
who serv ed 13 y ears on the high 
cou rt after a career as Ohio sens, 
tor and m ay or of Clev eland. 
All this, howev er, is as it shou ld 
be, Bu rton said. In the old day s, 


he went on, ju stices sometimes 
worked u ntil they reached senility 
becau se they cou ldn’t retire—as 
he can—on fu ll pay . 
As Bu rton talked, his left hand 
trem bled and his speech was, on 
occasion, im paired by a kind of 
stam m er.

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Some Urge Vote for Bigotry

Cu riou s thing s happen all ov er 
this cou ntry in these y ears of 
hig h tax es and hig h costs of liv ­ 
ing . Despite plenty of jing ling 
money in the pockets of the spec­ 
u lators, labor and farmers, bu t 
not in the pockets of salaried 
people like policemen, firemen 
and school teachers, the inflation 
is pu tting a tig ht squ eeze on ev ­ 
ery body . The jing ling mone> is 
not worth mu ch in a store or for 
a su it of clothes. 
And the inflation g rows in­ 
creasing ly more dang erou s be­ 
cau se already the g ov ernment 
has difficu lty in disposing its 
bonds and what it has to pay for 
its money is too hig h at the 
same time the stock market is 
mov ing u p too hig h in a profes­ 
sional effort to hedg e ag ainst in­ 
flation by dev ices which hav e 
nev er worked. Also real estate 
is chang ing hands too activ ely 
which is alway s an index to in­ 
flation. Inflation is a disease 
which can destroy a cou ntry 
more su rely than war or pesti­ 
lence 
Whenev er tax es are too hig h, 
citizens tu rn to possible econ­ 
omies and one. based u su ally on 
big otry , is to attempt to force 
priv ate and independent school* 
to pay tax es. The theory is that 
the state prov ides a school sy s­ 
tem and ev ery child shou ld be 
sent to su ch a school willing ly 
or u nwilling ly . I note, for in­ 
stance, that in California there 
is a “Citizens United Ag ainst 
Tax ing Schools.” This org aniza­ 
tion is fig hting to keep ex empt 
from tax ation priv ate, non-profit 
schools be l o w the colleg iate 
g rade. 
The issu e, it wou ld teem to 
me, is simple. Docs an enter­ 
prise earn a profit or not? If 
there is no profit, there shou ld 
be no tax . If the school is ru n as 
a bu siness for a priv ate indiv id- 
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u al, it shou ld be tax ed the same 
as any other bu siness. 
Obv iou sly , the objectiv e of the 
mov ement 
to tax elementary 
and hig h schools is not to redu ce 
tax es, for the resu lt is bou nd to 
show’ an'increased tax , bu t to 
abolish the relig iou s school, the 
parochial school, the Talmu d 
Torah, etc. 
We are prepared to thu nder 
ag ainst the Commu nists for clos­ 
ing down relig iou s schools of all 
denominations. We call 
t h e m 
atheistic Commu nists. In this ef­ 
fort, in Sov iet Ru ssia, the spear­ 
head was the Bezbozniki, the So­ 
ciety of the Godless. 
Bu t when we tax the relig ­ 
iou sly -condu cted schools, wheth­ 
er Roman Catholic, Lu theran or 
other Protestant g rou ps, or Jew­ 
ish, we adopt a method for so in­ 
creasing the coat of operating 
these schools as to be prohibi­ 
tiv e. 
Bu t qu ite apart from the re­ 
lig iou sly -condu cted school, there 
are a nu mber of priv ate and in­ 
dependent schools in this cou n­ 
try to which parents send their 
children. These parents are will­ 
ing to pay dou ble, once in the 
form of a mu nicipal school tax 
from which they g ain no benefit 
and the second time in the form 
of a fee for serv ices rendered. 
They are willing to pay twice 
becau se they assu me that their 
children will receiv e edu cation­ 
al adv antag es becau se of small­ 
er classes, be t t e r equ ipment, 
more competent teachers. This 
is not alway s a correct ju dg ­ 
ment and s o m e t i m e s these 
schools hav e nothing to add bu t 
snobbery . 
Nev ertheless, if parents prefer 
to send their children to su ch 
schools, it is difficu lt to u nder­ 
stand why they shou ld not be 
permitted to do so and why su ch 
schools shou ld be tax ed as they 
are not 
profit-makmg institu ­ 
tions. For instance, the Qu akers 
hav e a nu mber of su ch schools 
which, wherev er they ex ist, are 
reg arded as su perior 
institu ­ 
tions. 
M a ny of the priv ate 
schools are su perior org anza- 
tions. 
In California, this qu estion is 
apparently coming u p before the 
v oters as a referendu m. In 1952, 
a measu re on this su bject was 
defeated. Opponents of the pri­ 
v ate s c h o o l s then appealed 
throu g h the cou rts and were de­ 
feated. Now, they 
are 
at 
it 
Those .who 
f a v o r 
tax ing 
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schools base their contentions on 
big otry only they hav e no oth­ 
er arg u ment to retort to, which 
wou ld be tru e any where. These 
same people criticize the Sov iet 
cou ntries for doing there what 
they are try ing to do here. 
In California, the 643 Catholic 
390 Protestant and 43 Jewish antf 
non-sectarian schools prov ide for 
abou t 340,000 pu pils. What wju ld 
be the sav ing s if all these pu pils 
were added to the mu nicipal 
cost? Wou ld it not be preferable 
to teach the children relig ion in 
some form rather than to pro­ 
du ce children who hav e no g u id­ 
ance in rig ht liv ing ? Wou ld it 
harm a child to be tau g ht the 
Ten Commandments? 


Latter Day Tokyo Rose 


Shades of Toky o Rose! As the dispatch 
from the U. S. Carrier Midway (off For­ 
mosa) reports, “A su ltry -v oiced Chinese 
'Drag on Lady ’ is beaming a mix tu re of 
sex , propag anda, and soft mu sic to the 
men of the U. S. Sev enth Fleet from a 
powerfu l radio station in Red China.” 
Veterans of World War II are apprecia­ 
tiv e. "Ju st like old times,” they say . 
The story adds that her listeners enjoy 
the sex y cooing and the three-y ear-old 
American hit tu nes, bu t don’t fall for her 
propag anda. And there ag ain the similar­ 
ity to Toky o Rose is obv iou s. 
She was one to ask the American sailors 


and GIS if they knew how their wiv es were 
carry ing on with the 4-Fs back home, and 
tell them what fools they were to be fig ht­ 
ing a war in the Pacific, and then she 
wou ld name the U. S. fig hting ships the 
Japanese had su nk the day before. 
That’s where the American sailors 
wou ld g et a big lau g h-—especially if they 
were on the ship that Rose reported on the 
bottom.

The men wear slacks and

frown. I almost nev er saw a bowl­ 
er who wasn’t frowning . They 
take the g ame that seriou sly . The 


g ood ones—ev en after a strike- 
come back to the bench frowning 
to let the rest of the team know 
they are continu ally aware of 
their responsibUity to be g ood. 
The bad bowlers frown u nder the 
weig ht of their enormou s g u ilt 
complex ; they are letting their 
team down, which in some cases 
can mean their department or the 
whole company they ’re working 
for.

In response to a g reat many in­ 
qu iries, I’m g oing to ex plain a lit­ 
tle abou t spinal anesthesia today . 
Most of y ou are familiar with 
inhalation anesthesia and local an­ 
esthesia. With die former, y ou are 
pu t to sleep while su rg ery is per­ 
formed. In the latter, a relativ ely 
small area of the body is anesthe­ 
tized. 
By tiring s pi n a l anesthesia, a 
doctor can “pu t to sleep” as mu ch 
of the lower portion of toe body as 
ho desires, keeping the u pper por­ 
tion awake. 
Thu s, with a spinal, y ou can re­ 
main awake du ring an operation 
y et nev er feel a thing . Here's how 
it works: 
- 
The anesthetist inserts a small 
amou nt of local anesthetic into toe 
akin low in the back. From here 
on, the entire procedu re is practi­ 
cally painless. 
Th e nex t step is to insert a long , 
slender hollow needle into the lo* 
dally anesthetized area. This nee­ 
dle is v e r y carefu lly placed in a 
space between two v ertebrae and 
also throu g h the membrane of the 
tu bu lar sac which contains the spi­ 
nal flu id.

Obviously, the objective of the 
movement 
to

elementary 
and high schools is not to reduce 
taxes, for the result is bound to 
show an 'increased tax, 
but to 
abolish the religious school, the 
parochial 
school, 
the 
Tslmud 
Torah, etc. 
We are prepared 
to thunder 
against the Communists for clos­ 
ing down religious school* of ail 
denominations. We call t h e m 
atheistic Communists. In this ef­ 
fort. in Soviet Russia, the spear­ 
head was the Bozbozniki. the So­ 
ciety of the Godless. 
But when we tax 
the 
relig­ 
iously-conducted schools, wheth­ 
er Roman Catholic, Lutheran or 
other Protestant groups, or Jew 
ish, we adopt a method for so in 
creasing the cost of operating 
these schools as to be prohibi­ 
tive. 
But quite apart from the re­ 
ligiously-conducted school, there 
arc a number of private and in­ 
dependent schools in this coun­ 
try to which parent* send their 
children. These parents are will­ 
ing to pay double, once in the 
form of a municipal school tax 
from which they gain no benefit 
and the second time in the form 
of a fee for services rendered 
They are willing to pay twice 
because they assume that their 
children will receive education­ 
al advantages because of small­ 
er classes, b e t t e r equipment, 
more competent teachers. This 
is not slways a 
correct judg­ 
ment and s o m e t i m e s these 
schools have nothing to add but 
snobbery. 
Nevertheless, if parent* prefer 
to send their children to such 
schools, it is difficult to under­ 
stand why they should 
not be 
permitted to do so and why such 
schools should be taxed as they 
are not 
profit-making

tions. For instance, the Quakers 
have t number of such schools 
which, wherever they exist, are

As the dispatch 
from the U. S. Carrier Midway (off For­ 
mosa) reports, “A sultry-voiced Chinese 
‘Dragon Lady’ is beaming a mixtura of 
sex, propaganda, and soft music to the 
men of the U. S. Seventh Fleet from a 
powerful radio itation in Red China/’ 
Veterans of World War II art apprecia­ 
tive. “Just like old tim es/’ they say, 
The story adds that her listeners enjoy 
the sexy cooing and the three-year-old 
American hit tunes, but don’t fall for her 
propaganda. And there again the similar­ 
ity to Tokyo Rose is obvious.

Buying Steel 


As Production Jumps, 
Ordors To Increase 


CLEVELAND (AP) — Au tomo­ 
bile manu factu rers, moving into 
fu ll produ ction of 1959 models, are 
releasing orders for steel they 
held back when strik es stopped 
their assembly lines, Steel Maga- 
zing said today. 
“As 
they 
boost 
produ ction, 
they’ll expand their inventories 
from 14 to 30 days and try to k eep 
them at that level,” the metal­ 
work ing week ly said. “How often 
they’ll bu y will depend on how 
well the new cars sell. First re­ 
ports su ggest a good car year is 
in the mak ing.” 
Activity in the au tomotive in­ 
du stry is cau sing steelmak ers’ op­ 
timism to reach 
a new high. 
Steel 
said its 
recent su rvey 
of mak ers of castings, forgings, 
stampings, gears, motors and oth­ 
er au tomotive parts indicated that 
the fou rth qu arter will be the best 
three months of the year. 
The mark et for sheet steel is 
being bolstered by produ cers of 
refrigerators, freezers and wash­ 
ing machines. Produ cers of mech­ 
anical tu bing also report su bstan­ 
tial improvement in their sales. 
They give credit to au tomotive 
bu ying. 
Consu mer inventories of most 
steel produ cts have been redu ced 
to manageable size, bu t plates and 
stru ctu ral still are being liqu i­ 
dated, Steel said. 
Steel mills operated at 71.5 per 
cent of rated capacity last week . 
This was a new high for the year 
and a gain of three points over 
the 
previou s 
week . 
Produ ction 
amou nted to 1,930,000 net tons. 
If the operating rate is main­ 
tained, this 
month's produ ction 
will total 8.8 million tons, the high­ 
est monthly ou tpu t since October, 
1957, the magazine said. 
The pu blication’s price compo­ 
site on steelmak ing scrap declined 
67 cents to $42.33 
a gross ton. 
Weak ness in the Chicago district 
was largely responsible.

abou t their ears. 
Du lles’ main goal, ever since 
the Red Chinese started shooting 
at the Nationalists’ offshore is­ 
lands on Au g. 23, has been to stop 
the shooting. Whether the Red8 
stopped for hu manitarian reasons, 
as Peiping claimed, or becau so 
they were failing, as Ku ter says, 
or to negotiate a settlement, as 
Du lles offered, was beside the 
point, so far as the State Depart­ 
ment is concerned. The point was 
they had stopped. 
“Face” is important to all peo­ 
ples, bu t especially to the Chinese. 
If the Reds were look ing for an 
excu se to call off all beta and re­ 
su me raising a ru ck u s, statements 
qu estioning their motives or im­ 
plying weak ness 
might provida 
that excu se. 
Red China’s main goal now ap­ 
pears not so mu ch to conqu er tha 
Nationalist coastal 
islands 
and 
headqu arters on Formosa as to re­ 
move the American presence from 
the Formosa area. 
“We are all Chinese,” the Com­ 
mu nists now say. And they a rt 
ready to exploit any possible ju s­ 
tification for their propaganda cry 
that “America is the common en­ 
emy.”
